DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 , The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it fails to concisely state the 
technical disclosure being claimed, e.g., the inclusion of a mirror (440) whose function 
and position related to the first and second LCD modulators are unclear since both 
modulators are used to modulated the refracted light, which should come from the 
prism. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

• "wherein a print lens assembly is located between said media plane and said first 
and second reflective LCD modulator images said modulated light" should read - 
wherein a print lens assembly [is] located between said media plane and said 
first and second reflective LCD modulators images said modulated light-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
Claim 1 : 

• Line 8, " said mirror" lacks antecedent basis. 

• Line 8, the function of the mirror rotated by a motor is unclear since the first and 
the second LCD modulators only modulated refracted light , which would come 
from the prism. It is believed that there is a typographical error and "said mirror" 
should read -said prism-. The examination of the current claims will be based 
on this assumption until the Applicants say otherwise. 

• Line 1 0, "a second reflective LCD modulator which modulates said refracted 
light" appears to be ambiguous in that it is not known whether the second 
reflective LCD modulator modulates the same refracted light from the prism 
located at the first position. Again, it is believed that the prism is rotated to the 
third position and that the second reflective LCD modulator modulates the 
refracted light from the prism located at the third position . 

Claims 2-10 are dependent from claim 1 above, and are therefore indefinite. 
Appropriate correction is required.

Woodgate et al. (U.S. 6,595,648) discloses a projection display using a turning 
prism (31 ) to refract a light beam emitted from the light source toward a reflective LCD 
modulator (10), which modulated the refracted light beam and reflects the modulated 
light beam to form an image on the screen (35). However, Woodgate et al. fails to teach 
the provision of a second reflective LCD modulator.
